High and Mighty Lords, 
Fad the Honour to write to your High Mighti- 


> I neffes on Sunday laft the roth inftant, to inform 
, you of the Refolution we had taken to lay Siege 
, to Ingolftad, and of the Situation of the Enemy ; 
, the fame Night at'11 a Clock we had Intelligence 
, that they had 'd the Danube at Lauingen, 
, whereupen I order’d General Chnrchill at midnight 
, to adyance with 20 Battalions that had pafs’d the 
, Danube the day before,and reinforce Prince Eugene; 
, and at 3a Clock in the Morning I march’d with 
, the reft.of the Army, part of which, to make the 
. greater Expedition, took the fame Route as did 
, General Churchill, and the Horfe with the firft Line 
_ of the Foor pafs’d the Lech at Rain and the Danube 
_ at Donawert.. We joyn’d Prince Eugene that Night, 
, and encamp’d with the Right at Apperzholen and 
the Left at Munfter, with defign to take Poft in 
* this Camp of Hochfter; but Prince Eugene and I 
, advancing with 40 Squadrons to take a View of it, 
, foutid the Enemy were in poffeffion of it: Where- 
upon we took a Refolution to march and attack 
, them, which we did yefterday; The Army began 
to move at 2 in the Morning, which the Enemy did 
“not expect. We came in fight of each other at 6a 
* Clock ; between 8 and 9 the Cannon began to play 
‘on both fides ; bur the Enemies having 2 Rivulers 
‘ before them, as alfo a ksnd of Morafs, the Horfe 
“ was oblig’d to file off, and Prince Eugene had a 
* greatCompals to ferch,fo that ir was 1 a Clock be- 
we were clofe engag’d. The Enemies form’d 
* themfelves into 2 Bodies,the Elector of Bavaria and 
* the Marfhal de Marfin commanded the Left, and 
* the Martha} de,Tallard the Right ; I had the larter 
‘ to deal with. TheAction foon grew hor, and lafted 
* till Sun-fer, whenmit pleas’d God to grant the Allies 
very great and compleat Victory.’ Ivis impoffible 
“to exprefs the Bravery gf our Troops, as well of 
‘ the Generals arid Officers, as of the Soldiers, who 
* deferve all the Praife thar can be given them; the 
‘ Horfe were oblig’d to rerurn to the Charge 4 or 5 
‘ times; but time will not permit me to be particular. 
‘ The Enemy’s whole Army was put-to the Rout ; 
“ we made a great Slaughter among them; and have 
‘ taken their Camp, with their Cannon and Ammu- 
‘nition. Our Left, where I was, drove above 30 
‘ Squadrons into the Danube, where we faw moft of 
* them perifh, and took the Marthal de Tallard with 
Genet Officers Prifoners.. In the Village 
‘ of Bleinem, which the Enemy had fortified, I made 
‘ 26 Battallions and’ 12/Squadrons Prifoners at _Dif- 
‘ cretion. ‘We took befides a great Number of Stan- 
* dards and Colours. 3 
‘Fam not yer inform’d of the Particulars of what 
‘ pafs’d on the Right; but the good Conduct of 
‘ Prince Eugene and the Bravery of his Troops,thone 
‘ with peculiar Luftre this glorious day. I could nor 
‘ defer congratulating your High Mightineffes on this 
* Occafion ; referring you to e : 
my. Adjutants General, who having been in the

There are other Relations of this Battle in the 
Prints that came by this Mail; but feeing they. 
agree in the main with this Letter, and cannot be 
deem’d fo Authentick, we forbear to incert them ; 
but think it fufficient to add, that the Marthal de 
Tallard was taken as he was fwimming the Danube, 
by a Captain of the Heffian Troops, Aid de Camp 
to the Hereditary Prince of Heffe ; That Medlieurs 
la Valliere, de Monperon, de Blaubaek, de Haute 
Seville, and 12 other General Officers were taken ; 
as were alfo 1500 Officers, and 14000 Soldiers, (be- 
ing moftly of the Flower of the French Troops). 
That 10000-were kill’d on the Field of Battle, and 
that the Elector of Bavaria got off with only 8 Bat- 
tallions and 1 PA Squadrons ; and that 90 Pieces of 
Cannon were found in the Enemy’s Camp. 

_ The 12 Squadrons and 28 Battallions caken Pri- 
foners of War in the Village of Bleinem by the Duke 
of Marlborough, are thefe following.
